It was built as a trans- 
continental lino nud expected to derive its 
support principally from transcontinental 
business. But that business has recently 
bien so divided by completion of competing 
lines, of which thoro uro now six, th:it it fur- 
nishes but 7J4 per cont, of the road's revenue 
Liko alt tho othor great railroads oC the west, 
tho Union Pacific must in futuro lool; almost 
eutii-oly to tbo development of its local busi- 
ness for its principal revenue. It must; oc- 
cupy and develop promptly tho territory nat- 
urally tributary to its trunk lino or sno this 
taken possession of by rival linos and bo loft 
without business enough to support its main 
stem. Its rival lines are alert, rich und en- 
terprising, and are untrammelled in their 
ability to raiso fuuds, give guarantees and 
construct, buy or lease other roads. It will 
bo for tho best interests of the government, 
the directors in this connection add, and 
groatly promote tho growth and develop- 
ment OL" the territory sorvod by tho Union 
Pacific, to have tho government pl.ico this 
road in equally favorable position. A num- 
ber ot additional linos should bo undertaken 
at an oarly. day in order to reserve to tho 
main lino its duo proportion of territory. 


Tho diroctors, in discussing tho various 


propositions that huvo boon mado for the set- 
tlement of tho indebtedness to tho povorn- 
moufc, say that since submitting tho last ro- 
port in January" ItfSlJ, the condition of tho 
lines has changed only for tho better. Float- 
ing debts have been entirely paid off, bonded 
debt reduced, and about 100 miles of now 
road and valuable feeders havo been builc. 
Tho property as a whole is of groat and in- 
creasing value. Criticisms upon tho value of 
any of its branch linos considered on inde- 
pendent roads arc misleading, and it should 
also bo borno in r.iind, they say, that in a 
t\>w yoarst tbo Calling duo oC r., 7 and S per 
cont. bonds in very large amounts will offer 
opportunities to effect every important sav- 
ings of in terest by tho issue of new bonds 
at much lower rates. Should the government 
in auy event havo to assume ownership of the 
system, it could easily tako up all outstand- 
ing bonds with a S per cent, government 
bond, which would reduced the fixed charges 
more than one-half. It seoms, therefore, to 
tho government directors, beyond all reason- 
able question, that tho security which tlio 
government will have for its dobt is abun-.l- 
antly sufllcieut. 


They therefore recouimoud tho passage of 


the bill now pending in congress, unani- 
mously reported by tho house committee on 
Pacific railways, wlu'ch provides for thu 
final adjustment of the debt in seventy years 
by tho payment of S1,SU7,00'J a j-enr in semi- 
annual payments. 


In closing thoir report tlio board of direc- 


tors express trust in tho purposes and marked 
abilities of tho prcsant managers of! the com- 
pany. Whatever former management was, 
or what gave riso to lack of confidence and 
friendliness toward it, they think it high 
timo ia the interest of a right understanding 
by tin government, so important to the 
right handling of its large interest in the 
company, to draw tho line at tho present 
management and at tho present ownci-shipot 
tho property. Its management now is hon- 
est, economical, and able, and these facts, 
they say, entitle it lo bo regarded and dealt 
with without prejudice or disfavor.

Now that 
tho lake shipping season is at ail end, the re- 
sort must bo to rail supplies, which, under 
ordinary circumstances, will continue all 
winter, or until orders have been lilli-d.

Tliu extraordinary activity which prevails 


n tho bituminous coal industry in all parts 
of tlio country may surely bo Inkon as an 
mportant indication of tlio increase and 
growth oi industrial pursuit-s. It makes no 
lill'ercr.co which way one turns, tLo report 
s always tho same, audit can hardly bo 
said to be in any degree A mero temporary 
spurt which may lltitter for awhile and then 
die out. lin;. or.il question tho country Is ou- 
roring upo:i a season of more than usual 
activity in manufactures of all descriptions, 
and the llrst to feel this is the coal trade. 


There has been plenty of gossip about the 


seaboard soft coal pool. 
Those interested 


are tlio shippers via the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western; Beech Creek; Pennsylvania; 
Baltimore & Ohio; Chesapeake & Ohio, and 
Norfolk it Western railiwuls. It is a great 
pity that something can not bo done to mako 
it more of a coal operators1 arrangement, 
nitlior than a railroad affair; tho interests of 
tho producer of thu coal have boon too long 
subservient to those of the carrying .com- 
pany. 


At Chicago tho demand for bituminous is 


strong anil qnutatious are firmer. 
All points 


are short of coal and yet the output was 
never known to be so largo us this year, in 
all directions. In Hocking and other dis- 
tricts of Uhio there is a very aclivo trade 
being done and all hands are busy. Tho 
talk of another grand pooling scheme tlioro 
is likeJy to result in something.
